Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau appeared at the open- 
ing of McGill's "Invitation 77" 
on Friday, stressing "open- 
ness" and "cooperation" as the 
goals a university should strive 
for in society. In a speech be- 
fore a packed Redpath Hall 
audience, Trudeau said that 
McGill was "the pride and joy 
of English-speaking Quebec- 
ers", had an international repu- 
tation, and should attempt to 
meet the challenge presented 
by the current situation in 
Canada. 

The inaugural ceremony for 
Invitation 77, as this year's 
Open House is entitled, took

Rainy weather forced 
Trudeau's address indoors. As- 
sisted by Mrs. Jeanne Bell, the 
PM cut the opening ribbon.

lion, Principal Bell presented 
the PM to the platform party 
and the audience, calling Tru- 
deau "a Montreal institution" 
and a man who had "brought an 
intellectual style to his office 
that has particularly pleased 
professors and students in 
Canada". 

In his address, Trudeau dis- 
cussed the idea of the univer- 
sity, saying that it should be 
"based on the concept of man 
expanding himself through 
openness to new currents in an 
atmosphere of meeting and 
challenge". He applied this to 
McGill's place in Quebec, argu- 
ing that McGill is just as im- 
portant to the French-speaking 
majority as it is to the English- 
speaking minority it serves, 
since the institution benefits 
both groups in terms of aware- 
ness and growth. 

The Prime Minister added 
that "excellence must be met 
by excellence, not by repres- 
sive laws or hostilities of any 
kind". The audience applauded i= 
vigorously, obviously interpret- | 
ing the remark as a reference to m 
the current situation in Quebec, « 
The PM ended his bilingual 
speech by saying "Vive McGill!" 
and "Long Live McGilll" 

Open House is a triennial 
event at McGill designed to 
foster public awareness of the 
role McGill plays in Quebec so- 
ciety. This year's Open House 
is the ninth since the program 
was instituted in 1953. 

After the speech, the Prime 
Minister filed out of the Hall 
accompanied by security 
guards to speak informally to 
students around Lower 
Campus.

Solve unemployment 



HALIFAX [CUP] - Nova Scotia 
labour leaders gave the federal 
government task force on na- 
tional unity a terse reminder 
Sept. 22 that a separate Quebec 
Is not the only problem facing 
Canadian confederation. 

Gerald Yetman, Nova Scotia 
Federation of Labour president, 
told the commission the big- 
gest problem now facing Cana- 
da is unemployment. "If you 
solve that problem, your other 
problem is easier to solve," he 
said. 

The unity task force opened a 
cross-country tour In Halifax 
Sept. 22 where it heard submis- 
sions from business, high 
school students, and Nova 
Scotia's French minority, the 
Acadlans. The task force Is 
chaired jointly by Jean Luc 



Pepin, former Anti-Inflation 
Board chairperson, and former 
Ontario premier John Robarts. 

Yetman suggested govern- 
ment inaction on the economy 
was leading the Atlantic pro- 
vinces into a reconsideration of 
their place within Canada. 
"We've waited 108 years. If 
something is not doneabout the 
economy soon, this part of the 
country will separate and so will 
others," he said. 

Pepin said he was stunned by 
the labour presentation. He said 
the labour leaders were on the 
verge of becoming separatists 
themselves. 

The Acadian minority told the 
task force the future of Nova 
Scotia francophones is in ser- 
ious jeopardy unless French is 
recognized officially in educa- 



Hon, government and the ad- 
ministration of justice. Owen 
Blenim said that unless con- 
crete measures are taken, Nova 
Scotia's French mjnority will be 
only a memory within 10 or 15 
years. He said a decline in 
family farming and the fishing 
industry are forcing Acadlans to 
migrate to larger centres where 
their culture is being lost. 

Acadian leaders condemned 
the provincial government for 
its apparent indifference to 
Nova Scotia's French minori- 
ties. While they pledged sup- 
port for confederation, the 
Acadian groups told the com- 
mission that having thriving 
French communities outside 
Quebec is important for the 
preservation of a united Cana- 
da. 



Television Commission chair- 
man Harry Boyle lecture on the 
merits of bad poetry.

"While Rutherford was split- 
ting the atom, Leacock was 
splitting the sides," recalled 
Donald MacSween, National 
Arts Centre Director and moder- 
ator of the luncheon. He 
welcomed the audience, con- 
sisting largely of McGill alumni 
gathered for "Reunion 77", 
describing them as "coming 
from all four corners of the 
business world, rich and richer 
alike." 

The guests included Phillipe 
de Gaspé-Beaubien, president 
of Télémédia, Alphonse 




Ouimet, chairman of Telesat 
Canada, John McCutcheon, 
president of Multiple Access 
and CFCF, Jean de Granpré, 
chairman of Bell Canada, 
Charles Dalfen, vice-chairman 
of the CRTC, as well as 
Principal Bell and Chancellor 
Harrington. 

MacSween related some of 
Stephen Leacock's rather cyni- 
cal attitudes towards business- 
men and politicians. Quoting 
from the famous humourist, he 
said, "I failed entirely in 
Canadian Politics, never having 
received a contract to build a 
bridge or a wharf, nor even the 
smallest portion of the trans- 
continental railway." 

Before launching into the 
intricacies of bad poetry, Harry 
Boyle mercifully promised that 
he would "not say a word about 
national unity". He did however, 
have a few things to say about 
"big government". 

"No one can overthrow the 
government now— there's too 
much of it", he assured the 
audience. 

"I like the story about Louis

St. Laurent, who was once 
accosted by a minister angry 
about a remark St. Laurent had 
made In the Commons. "Don't 
you read my department's 
memos?", asked the Irate 
cabinet minister. 

"Do you think I read your 
memos?" replied St. Laurent," I 
can't even lift them." 

Boyle recalled the time a child 
wrote a letter to God asking for 
$100 for his ailing mother. "The 
Post Office shuffled the letter 
around until It finally reached 
Bryce Mackassey's office. Now 
we all know what kind of a guy 
Bryce Is. He was so taken by the 
little boy's letter, he took up a 
collection around the office and 
raised $50 to send to the child. 
The following week the Post 
Office received another letter 
addressed to God.

Boyle went on to describe 
some of his ancestors. "The 
Irish are a very truthful race, 
they never speak well of one 
another," he quipped.

Debate centres 
on separation

The imperfection of our pre- 
sent governmental structure 
'was strongly asserted by both 
Daniel Latouche and Dale 
Thompson in a debate on 
national unity on Friday. 
Speaking to a McGill audience 
of 45, Prof. Latouche stated 
that "Canada needs a new 
framework which will allow for 
growth". Affirming the position 
of Quebec as a sovereign state 
and that present problems 
could not be resolved under the 
existing constitutional frame- 
work, Latouche firmly support- 
ed Quebec independence. 
I Because the federal govern- 
ment is "totally incompetent" 
in the areas of unemployment, 
inflation, etc., Latouche felt 
that Quebec would be better off 
on its own. He recognized that 
although many problems could 
be overcome through separat- 
ism, new problems would 
arise. 

Latouche did not expand his 
arguments, except to explain 
that "Canada was founded on 
an ambiguous settlement" and 
that "in 1867 Canada did not 
have control of Its own consti- 
tution". Supporting the notion 
of national unity, Political 
Science Professor Dale 
Thompson interpreted Cana- 
dian friction by claiming that 
"Quebec is In a period of trans- 
formation". Thompson claimed 
that separatism would be detri- 
mental to English Quebecers 
• • • •» 
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as well as Canadian franco- 
phones outside Quebec, add- 
ing that separatism would only 
intensify the animosity bet- 
ween the English and French. 

Both parties agreed that the 
Canadian Senate plays no use- 
ful role in maintaining unity. 
The only concrete proposal of 
the debate was made when 
Prof. Thompson suggested that 
Senate should include heads of 
provinces, thereby alleviating 
some of the friction between 
the provinces. 



Trudeau was addressing a 
McGill audience. The picketers 
were protesting the PM's visit to 
McGill to inaugurate Open 
House 77. They carried posters 
and chanted phrases on the 
causeway between Moyse Hall 
and Redpath for over an hour. 

The bystanders, who num- 
bered about a hundred, were 
mostly made up of students and 
visitors who attended the PM's 
address. They parodied the 
Maoists' chants in apolitical 
phrases like "Go Habs Go!" and 
"Down With Baby Food!", and 
threw pennies at the marchers. 
Some of the spectators were 
heard to shout "Take your 20% 
and go back to U of Ml", and it 
seemed that some of the public 
mistook the demonstrators for 
separatists. The marchers were 
denouncing both Trudeau and 
the so-called "separatist fraud 
of Levesque" In a leaflet 
distributed to the crowd. 

In a tract the Maoists handed 
out to the crowd, everyone was 



enjoined to "denounce the 
'Unity' fraud of Trudeau", who 
was said to be constantly 
scurrying off to Washington to 
kowtow before Carter, and 
crawling off to New York to kiss 
the feet of the Wall Street 
finance capitalists". 

Security guards were on hand 
during the demonstration, but 
the marchers disbanded peace- 
fully after the crowd started to 
disperse. The Prime Minister 
left the campus immediately 
after his address. 

"There's so many reasons to 
protest a visit by Trudeau", one 
of the bystanders at the march 
said. "The way he has handled 
inflation and immigration poli- 
cies in Canada are two exam- 
ples. Blind denunciations like 
this demonstration don't say 
anything. They only work in his 
favour. All they do is obscure 
many valid complaints against 
the Trudeau government that 
should really be seriously 
voiced". ' 



Summer unemployment 

■ 

cuts FSU enrollment 



VANCOUVER [CUP] - High 
summer unemployment for 
youth has led to a decrease In 
the fulltime equivalent enrol- 
ment at Simon Fraser Univer- 
sity, according to SFU presi- 
dent Pauline Jewett. 

Jewett says there are fewer 
fulltime students and more 
students attending SFU on a 
part-time basis. "There Just 
hasn't been a sufficient amoupt 
of jobs this summer. Students 
can't afford a full course load," 
Jewett said. 

Statistics Canada announced 
this month that while the 
national average unemployment 



rate for all ages was 8.2 percent, 
unemployment for 15-24 year 
olds was a staggering 14.8 
percent. 

But John Chase, director of 
analytical studies at SFU, says 
unemployment may not be the 
only factor behind falling enrol- 
ment figures. "There are indica- 
tions of an increase in the 
number of part-time students 
and this could be a reflection of 
tuition increases and the stu- 
dent unemployment situation 
during the summer." 

However, Jewett said that 
although tuition increases 
might have been a factor in the 



decline, other universities were 
experiencing the same type of 
no growth throughout Canada. 
And a random sampling of SFU 
students indicates average 
summer wages are not enough 
to cover a student's expenses 
throughout this academic year. 
According to the survey, the 
average wage earned was 
$2,330. 

The survey also showed that 
16.1 percent of the men and 9.1 
percent of the women were 
unemployed during the sum- 
mer. And 16.9 percent of those 
surveyed worked two months or 
less, or worked part-time.

Businesses which re- 
quire administrators, scien- 
tists, . and accountants [ad 
nauseam] do not search for 
personnel In the ghettos or at 
unemployment lines. They en- 
list their forces from the training 
camps of business — I.e., the 
university.

Ross punt downs Queen's 5-4

The McGill Redmen won a 
very Important football game 
this weekend. Their 5-4 victory 
in the dying seconds against the 
Queen's Golden Gaels combin- 
ed with Carleton's 21-9 upset of 
the Ottawa Gee-Gees put the 
Redmen In a first place tie with 
the previously unbeaten Univer- 
sity of Ottawa club. McGill's 
win, while not as convincing as 
last week's 51-6 rout of the 
Concordia Stingers, was cer- 
tainly much more dramatic. The 
600 fans who braved Saturday's 
rains left the stadium shaking 
their heads both at the way 
McGill won and the way 
Queen's gave the game away. 

The Redmen won the football 
game on punter Bob Ross' 
single with seven seconds left 
to play. The pressure on Ross 
was tremendous. Even the 
coaching staff was caught up In 
the excitement of the moment, 
changing its mind twice as to 
whether to go for the field goal 
or to let Ross punt the ball. 
When the decision was made, it 
was Ross standing very much 
alone on the Queen's 38 yard 
line awaiting the snap from Phil 
Roberts. 

Listen to Ross describe it: 
"When I looked downfleld their 
punter (Terry Wright) was stand- 
ing in the end zone on the right 
side. He would obviously try to 
kick the ball back out of the end 
zone if he received it to preserve 
the tie. So I tried to kick the ball 
to the left to the other receiver 



and it bounced through his legs 
and out of the end zone." 

What Ross did not know was 
that the other receiver on the left 
hand side was Queen's backup 
punter Ted Tyczka. But in the 
end it probably would not have 
mattered who had been back 
there for the Gaels. The punt did 
not carry for a great distance in 
the air. As a matter of fact, it 
appeared that the Queen's man 
would have had ample time to 
hoof the ball back out. But when 
the ball landed In front of Tyczka 
on the rain-drenched artificial 
playing surface, it took a wicked 
hop and bounded out of the end 
zone. 

This was not the only break 
the Redmen benefitted from. 
Only moments before his game 
winning kick, Ross was involv- 
ed in another play which looked 
like the beginning of the end for 
the Redmen. 

Again it was Ross back to 
punt. He was standing on his 
own 40 and when the snap came 
back Ross dropped the football. 
Keep in mind that at this point 
there were 44 seconds remain- 
ing in the game and, if Queen's 
had taken over on the McGill 40, 
the outcome could have very 
easily been in the Gaels' favour. 
Instead of panicking, Ross, a 
starting defensive halfback, 
showed remarkable composure 
in scooping up the ball and 
proceeding to drill a kick to the 
Queen's 31 yard line. . McGill 
Coach Charlie Baillie, in dis- 
cussing the play, alluded to his 



punter. "It Is always good to 
have a good athlete kicking for 
you. Bob was very composed 
and he did an outstanding Job." 
As a reward for his efforts Ross 
was given the game ball by the 
coaching staff. 

But please don't go away with 
the idea that this game was a 
one-man affair. There were 
many who contributed to the 
victory. Enter Les Simmerman. 
Slmmerman is the man who 
made it possible for Ross to 
kick the single. He pounced on 
the football after Dave Best of 
Queen's couldn't handle it. 

This turn of events in favor of 
the Redmen took place on the 
same play that Ross had coolly - 
picked up the ball and punted it 
downfield. In other words a 
potential disaster (Ross' bob- 
ble) turned Into a tremendous 
break (Simmerman's fumble 
recovery at the Queen's 31) for 
the Redmen. ■ 

Gary Kirchner, who himself 
picked up a Queen's fumble 
earlier In the game, praised 
Simmerman. "That's how they 
teach you to pick up a fumble. 
Knock a guy back and fall on the 
ball." The comment is indicative 
of how the Redmen have jelled 
Into a mutually supportive unit. 

Rick Shaver, a member of the 
.defence which performed so 
well on Saturday, was willing to 



tell McGill's defensive secrets. 
As he put it: "The key to our 
defence this year is that 
everybody is having fun. We're 
playing together, helping each 
other out, unlike last year when 
we were just worried about 
getting burned as individuals." 



Jim McMullen, also a mem- 
ber of McGill's defence, analyz- 
ed the Redmen defensive effort. 
"The defensive line exerted 
enough pressure to contain 
their passers and whenever we 
couldn't get to them the

Redsocs bounce - 

Laval 3-1

The McGill Red Socs put on 
an impressive performance 
Saturday afternoon in beating 
Laval University '3-1. Playing 
their first away game- of the 
season and with only twelve 
healthy players available, the 
team responded well to the 
pressure. 

Center forward Bill Kerr 
broke open the scoring in the 
first half following a combina- 
tion of passes from Alberto 
Costa and Piet DeJong. Guair- 
aca Nunus added a penalty kick 
in the middle of the second half 
and John Hughes, playing at 
right halfback, rounded out the 
offensive effort with assists 
from Tony Costa and Kerr. Only 
a late goal in the waning min- 
utes of the game kept McGill 
goalie Mario Galeano from 
getting what would have been 
a well-earned shutout. 

Coach Gordie Gow had to 
shuffle the starting lineup 
somewhat due to the number of 
injuries suffered by McGill. 
Sweeper Dave Cross was re- 
placed- by halfback Bob Titpey 



whose position, in turn, was 
ably filled by Alberto Costa. 
Also sidelined with injuries 
were right wing Carlos Rio and 
forward Earl Chan. Kerr moved 
from the halfback position, 
where he had played in the 
Intercollegiate Classic two 
weeks ago, to center forward. 
These changes did not seem to 
affect the team's balance, as 
indicated by the scoring and by 
what one player termed, "a 
whole lot more opportunities". 

The game was counted as a 
regular season, non-conference 
game although Laval is located 
in the Province of Quebec. 
Last spring, Laval withdrew 
from the Q.U.A.A. citing, in the 
words of McGill Athletic Direct- 
or Bob Dubeau, that it was "not 
happy with the recruiting tac- 
tics of some member univer- 
sities of the association". As a 
result, Laval is also not a 
member of the Canadian Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Union and, 
for that reason, will end its 
season next week with a home 
game against McGill in Molson 
Stadium. However, Laval has 



been playing together all sum- 
mer which means that the Red 
Socs defeated a team which 
had reached the peak of its 
season. 

Very aware of the controversy 
surrounding the recruitment 
and eligibility of players, 
McGill has been quite strict 
with its team. Three good soc- 
cer players have been declared 
ineligible and are not allowed 
to dress for games, a fact 
which, according to Dubeau, 
"has hurt us quite a bit". 

Playing without three injured 
players and another three ineli- 
gible men, the Red Socs won 
away from home against a team 
which has been together for 
several months, and won 
soundly. A fluke? Or does 
McGill really have a competitive 
soccer team? The answer 
should come this week in the 
relurn match against Laval on 
Wednesday and in McGill's first 
conference game against 
Bishop's University on Friday 
night. These and other home 
games begin at 8:00 pm in 
floodlit Molson Stadium; ;. -

linebackers and the secondary 
had the Queen's receivers well 
covered." 

As evidenced by the final 
score, McGill's offence did not 
have one of its more explosive 
games. This is not to say that 
the offence did not perform well 
when it had to. On a couple of 
occasions the offence moved 
the ball into the range of 
placeklcker Robert Beaudin. 
Beaudin hit on an 11 yarder in 
the second quarter and tied the 
game at 4-4 on a missed attempt 
that skidded through the end 
zone for a single point in the 
fourth quarter. 

Vic Pywowarczuk did not 
have one of his better passing 
days, completing only 6 of 18. In 
all fairness however, after the 
first quarter, the ball was very 
heavy due to the wet conditions 
and this, made it exceedingly 
difficult to either throw or ctach 
the football. 

McGill's ground game was 
moving the football, as Tom 
Barbeau gained 80 yards on 13 
carries and Steve Geoghegan, 
once again playing both ways, 
racked up 78 yards on 16 
attempts. Both ball carriers had 
key runs in McGill scoring 
drives. 

But what about this idea of 
Queen's giving away the foot- 
ball game? Armchair quarter- 
backs were certainty second 
guessing Queen's Coach Doug 
Hargreaves for what had taken 
place in the first quarter. Picture 
the following: a rainy day, a 
drive by the Gaels which had 
started at their own 15 and had 
resulted In a third and 2 
situation at the McGill 18. The 
Gaels were threatening. What 
happened next was confusing. 

It appeared that the Gaels had 
decided to go for the first down. 
A Queen's substitute raced onto 
the field from the Queen's 



bench. It is not clear whether 
this was one of two Queen's 
.quarterbacks. What was clear Is 
that, by the time the Gaels broke 
their huddle, there was not 
enough time left to get the play 
off, and the Gaels were penaliz- 
ed for taking too much time. 
This changed the situation 
drastically. 

The Gaels were now on the 
McGill 23. A field goal right? 
After all, Blaine Shore, the 
Queen's kicker, should have had 
no problem from there. So 
everyone In the house expects 
to see Shore split the uprights 
as the Gaels are lined up in field 
goal formation. To the amaze- 
ment of all onlookers, the Gaels 
faked the field goal, attempted a 
pass which was incomplete 
(even if completed the intended 
receiver would have been tackl- 
ed before he made the first 
down) and the Redmen took 
over. 

Many were wondering why 
the Gaels had taken too much 
time and why they had not 
kicked the field goal. Coach 
Hargreaves insisted that there 
was no confusion on the 
Queen's bench "therefore the 
error In putting the ball into play 
must have occurred on the field" 
Hargreaves did admit, however, 
that lie was not aware that such 
a great amount of time had 
elapsed before the Queen's 
player had run onto the field. 
But he made it clear that, In his 
view, the penalty and the fake 
field goal were not significant 
factors in the outcome of the 
game. Rather, he attributed the 
loss to "McGill's defensive line 
outplaying our offensive line. 
That was the decisive factor in 
this football game." 

Regardless of how they won 
it, the Redmen are now tied for 
first place with the Gee-Gees of 
Ottawa University. They are, 
as co-captain Barry Dobson so 
fondly likes to put it, "still riding 
the crest of their emotional
